ly have been in parts of Europe after the great 
world war, a tar-seeing man of constructive 
vision—Col. Carey W. Styles, conceived the 
idea that the best way to produce normalcy was 
through the founding and publication of a 
newspaper of purpose. 


None of us of the present day can accurately 
conceive the deplorable condition of the south 
in 1808 when THE ATLANTA CONSTITU-

constitutional government in Georgia, to free 
the situation from the control of negroes, 
carpetbaggers and what would now be called 
‘“bolsheviks.”” Even Russia of the post-war 
period was little worse. 


Styles very appropriately called his newspa- 
per THE CONSTITUTION. He edited the 
newspaper for one year and then gave way to 
others who carried on. | 


After a three. years’ struggle THE 
ATLANTA CONSTITUTION won the battle 
after the war, which cleaned up negro and car- 
petbagger control and restored constitutional 
government to the white people. 


To those of us of the north, and particular- 
ly to the younger generations among us, the 
danger and impossibility of enduring negro 
domination and the necessity for the control of 
social conditions by the white people in the 
south, can hardly be appreciated. 


fam familiar with the south and the better 
type of southern people and have a-deep ap- 
preciation for their sensibilities, and what a 
staunch supporter of what is dearest to them, 
such as THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION 
has been, means to them.

From a manutacturing standpoint Georgia 
Is very prosperous. Capital invested in mé- 
ufacturing totals $448,700,000. <A _ total of 
141,012 people are engaged in manufacturing, 
of whom 123,441 are wage earners who drew. 
$01,965,000 in pay roll or an average of $830 
per c apita. Total value of manuf: actured prod- 
uct was $693,237,000, and the gross manufac- 
turing product was-$127,000,000, as compared 
with $43,000,000 in 1912. 


Atlanta, with 200,616 population, contains 
26,830 of the total 62,719 personal income tax 
returns for 1921 tiled in the state of Georgia 
with 2,895,832 population. The percentage of 
population filing returns in Atlanta was 12.40 
as compared with 2.34 for‘the state. 


The net income reported in Georgia In per- 
sonal returns was $180,311,000 on which a 
tax of $3,892,000 was paid or $1.34 per capita. 


Gross corporation income was $412,283,000 
on which $4,409,000 in taxes were paid.
